private  sector.  The  purpose  of  the 
centers  is  to  focus  or  concentrate 
activities  in  the  areas  of  great  inter¬ 
est  to  the  USDA;  agribusinesses; 
consumers;  economists;  educators; 
food  industry;  government  agen¬ 
cies  and  officials;  libraries  and  spe¬ 
cialized  information  centers;  re¬ 
searchers;  rural  communities;  small 
and  minority  U.S.  companies;  sci¬ 
entists;  trade  organizations;  the 
food  and  agriculture  community 
throughout  the  Nation;  the  public; 
and  U.S.  and  Foreign  individuals 
with  allied  interests. 

Each  center  has  a  coordinator  who 
is  responsible  for  planning  and  car¬ 
rying  out  the  center’s  activities  and 
initiating  more  extensive  research 
programs.  The  staff  assist  users  in 
finding  answers  to  specific  ques¬ 
tions,  and  emphasize: 

»  developing  research  collections; 

»  providing  reference  services; 

»  producing  information  products, 


both  print  and  electronic; 

»  providing  outreach  services 
such  as  workshops  on  informa¬ 
tion  sources  and  gathering 
techniques;  and 
»  networking  activities. 

In  addition  to  providing  the  above 
services,  information  center  staff 
will: 

»  furnish  bibliographies  and  oth¬ 
er  publications  on  selected 
topics; 

»  perform  brief,  complimentary 
searches  of  AGRICOLA, 
NAL’s  computerized  biblio¬ 
graphic  database,  on  topics  of 
your  choice  or  perform  ex¬ 
haustive  searches  on  a  cost  re¬ 
covery  basis; 

»  assist  you  in  formulating  your 
own  AGRICOLA  database 
searches  if  you  have  access  to 
a  computer  terminal; 

»  assist  you  in  accessing  NAL’s 
extensive  collection  of  books, 
journals,  audiovisual  materi¬ 
als,  and  training  materials; 

»  assist  you  in  accessing  NAL’s 
Electronic  Bulletin  Board  Sys¬ 
tem  -ALF  (Agricultural  Li¬ 
brary  Forum);  and 
»  refer  you  to  organizations  or 


experts  in  the  selected  field 
who  can  provide  additional  in¬ 
formation.

mals  used  in  biomedical  research, 
teaching,  and  exhibition,  and  by 
animal  dealers. 

AWIC  conducts  a  quarterly  work¬ 
shop:  “Meeting  the  Information 
Requirements  of  the  Animal  Wel¬ 
fare  Act,”  which  assists  researchers 
in  understanding  and  complying 
with  the  Act.  The  workshop  covers 
legislation,  the  alternatives  concept 
in  animal  research,  and  the  me¬ 
chanics  of  developing  and  execut¬ 
ing  a  literature  search  on  both  com¬ 
pact  disk  and  on-line  databases. 

The  Center  publishes  the  AWIC 
Newsletter ,  a  quarterly  publication 
focusing  on  animal  care  and  use, 
alternative  models  for  research  and 
education,  and  regulatory  issues.

(NOAA)  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce.  Materials  are  re¬ 
ceived  at  NAL,  and  indexed  and 
abstracted  for  inclusion  in  the  bib¬ 
liographic  database  called  Aquatic 
Sciences  and  Fisheries  Abstracts 
(ASFA). 

AIC  participates  in  the  U.S. -Japan 
Natural  Resources  (UJNR)  Publi¬ 
cations  Program  in  which  aquacul¬ 
ture  materials  are  collected  and  ex¬ 
changed  with  Japan.  A  similar 
program  was  informally  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  Fall  of  1992  with  China 
through  the  Chinese  Academy  of 
Fisheries  Science  in  Beijing. 

The  AIC  Coordinator  represents 
the  Agency  in  the  Federal-wide 
Joint  Subcommittee  on  Aquacul¬ 
ture  (JSA)  with  23  other  Federal 
agencies. 

AIC  takes  part  in  a  wide  range  of 
JSA  activities  through  JSA-com- 
missioned  Working  Groups  or  Task 
Forces.  These  groups  enhance  in¬ 


teragency  and  private  sector  part¬ 
nerships  and  provide  direction  for 
future  aquaculture  advances. 

The  Center’s  Coordinator  is  NAL’s 
most  recent  participant  in  the  1993- 
1994  ComSci  Fellowship  Program.

The  bulletin  board, 
accessible  via  a  toll-free  number  (1- 
800-NBIAPBD)  on  a  computer 
modern,  provides  information  on 
issues  related  to  risk  assessment 
and  the  field  release  of  deliberately 
modified  organisms. 

The  Center  focuses  on  genetic  en¬ 
gineering  and  recombinant  DNA 
technologies,  such  as  tissue  culture, 
plant  gene  vectors,  embryo  trans¬ 
plants  and  detoxification  using  mi¬ 
crobes.  Related  topics  in  plant 
protection,  ethics,  risk  assessment, 
legislation,  international  markets, 
regulations,  and  public  attitudes 
toward  biotechnology  also  are 
covered.

These  include:  A  Software  Demon¬ 
stration  Center  with  over  200  soft¬ 
ware  packages  available  for  onsite 
preview  and  demonstration;  the 
FDA/USDA  Food  Labeling  Ed¬ 
ucation  Information  Center  that 
maintains  a  database  of  all  new 
food  labeling  education  materials 
and  activities;  and  a  cooperative 
agreement  with  the  National  Food 
Service  Management  Institute  that 
employs  a  food  service  educator  at 
the  Center  to  provide  assistance  to 
Child  Nutrition  Program  staff.
